(examination into their several histones tor some 
Sys previously to, and immediately upon the attack, I 
am enabled to wate that all but one were justly 
chargeable 'o one or other of the three following ex- 
citmg causes, viz: a culpable neglect of the means urdi- 
nardy used tor the treatment of Diarrhea m proper 
season.-a disregard of the cautions on the subject of 
tood and drinks, heretofore inculeated f +1 the preven. 
tion of the atiack,—-and a reckless indifference on the 
subjects of cleanliness and ventilauon, and the dangers 
ansing from excess and exposure, which are known to 
give occasion to diseases of the bowels at thie season 
of the year more than at any other. More than one 
half of the cases may be fairly set down to the exces. 
sive indulgence m ardent qmrits, and of the rest, a part 
to the indiscriminate wee of articles of ordinary food, 
which, however innocent at other seasons, are huown 
to be deleterious in the excessive heats ot summer;
